THE  SEVENTEENTH  ANNUAL  REPORT 


BOARD  OF  MANAGERS. 


In  submitting  their  Seventeenth  Annual  Re¬ 
port,  the  Managers  of  the  Hospital  feel  no  less 
than  ever  profoundly  sensible  of  the  goodness  of 
a  bountiful  Providence  in  prospering  the  mission 
of  mercy  to  the  bodies  and  souls  intrusted  to 
their  two-fold  care. 

They  look  back  upon  the  year  just  closed  in 
grateful  acknowledgment  of  many  evidences  of 
encouraging  progress.  They  see  them,  in  the 
important  work  that  has  been  done;  the  useful 
plans  accomplished  ;  new  modes  of  doing  good 
in  successful  operation  ;  and  in  the  new  contri¬ 
butions  of  considerable  amount  to  the  endow¬ 
ment  funds  to  lessen  their  pressing  needs  and  to 
afford  them  brightening  prospects  in  the  future. 

The  comparatively  rapid  advance  of  the  Hos¬ 
pital  in  its  career  of  beneficence,  both  as  to

means  and  works  no  less  than  projects,  is  espe¬ 
cially  gratifying  to  the  Managers  under  their 
sense  of  the  vast  responsibility  in  all  such  under¬ 
takings  —  whatever  the  aspect  in  which  they 
may  be  viewed.  They  are  stimulated  by  this 
measure  of  success,  and  by  the  ever  growing 
consciousness  of  obligation,  to  renewed  efforts, 
not  only  in  behalf  of  the  always  present  objects 
of  Christian  sympathy  and  care,  but  to  increase 
and  extend  among  their  brethren  in  the  Church 
and  among  all  the  God-fearing  and  kind-heart¬ 
ed  within  their  reach,  a  more  earnest  and  effec¬ 
tual  desire  to  help  the  sick  and  needy  in  the  way 
which  has  been  so  broadly  opened  to  them  here. 

The  Hospital  was  instituted  in  the  month  of 
March  of  the  year  eighteen  hundred  and  fifty- 
one. 

It  was  opened  in  December  of  the  following 
year,  with  a  complete  organization  of  competent 
and  willing  officers;  and  with  a  country  man¬ 
sion —  the  chidhood’s  home  of  its  donors  — 
for  hospital  wards  and  offices.  This  mansion, 
although  small  in  dimensions  for  the  ultimate 
purpose,  was  at  first  ample,  and  unusually  well 
adapted  to  the  uncertain  liabilities  and  the  limited 
demands  involved  in  its  new  and  undeveloped 
life. 

There  were  no  adequate  means  to  depend 


upon,  even  for  the  current  expenses,  but  there 
was  abundance  of  faith  in  the  Almighty  ruler 
and  finisher  of  every  good  work.  Nor  was 
there  wanting  a  well  grounded  confidence  in 
the  practical  good  will  of  many  whose  hearts 
had  long  been  stirred,  by  that  Divine  Spirit, 
with  a  yearning  of  which  this  unpretending 
venture  was  the  earliest  fruit,  and  who  were 
already  anxious  to  answer  to  the  call  to  its  sup¬ 
port. 

Founded  thus  on  Hope,  Faith  and  Charity, 
the  career  of  the  Hospital  at  once  became  one 
of  active  usefulness,  both  as  to  soul  and  body, 
which  has  augmented  in  a  growing  ratio  from 
year  to  year. 

The  number  of  patients  enjoying  the  benefit 
of  treatment  in  its  wards  has  gone  on  from  one 
to  a  daily  average  of  ninety-eight  (98),  and  to  as 
many  as  nine  hundred  and  twenty-five  (925)  in 
the  course  of  the  year. 

In  the  dispensary,  the  number  of  out-patients 
has  gradually  risen  from  the  smallest  beginning 
to  as  many  as  an  average  of  twenty-five  (25)  new 
cases  in  the  day,  and  seven  thousand  three  hun¬ 
dred  and  ten  (7310)  in  the  year. 

Beginning  without  property  of  any  kind,  it 
now  possesses,  free  from  debt,  twelve  acres  of 
elevated  ground  well  inclosed,  laid  out  and  culti- 
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vated  ;  occupied  by  valuable  buildings,  and  ad¬ 
mirably  situated  on  a  broad  avenue  in  the  midst 
of  a  populous  manufacturing  and  railroad  dis¬ 
trict.  On  these  grounds,  and  so  placed  and 
planned  as  to  keep  them  ever  open  to  the  sun 
and  air,  and  above  the  surrounding  houses,  have  ■ 
been  completed  the  centre,  with  the  adjoining 
chapel  and  one  spacious  wing,  of  a  magnificent 
hospital  structure,  which  is  admitted  to  have  no 
superior  of  its  size  on  the  continent ;  and  which, 
heins;  the  first  of  its  class  in  this  country,  has  already 
been  adopted  as  the  model  for  later  institutions. 

While  still  in  this  unfinished  state  these  por¬ 
tions  of  the  contemplated  whole  have  been  fur¬ 
nished  in  abundance  with  every  appliance  needed 
to  fulfil  the  original  design  of  a  thoroughly  pro¬ 
vided  general  hospital  —  one  which  was  intend¬ 
ed  to  succor,  in  soul  and  body,  the  sick  and 
wounded  of  both  sexes  and  all  ages,  without 
restriction  as  to  color  or  country,  and  without 
interference  or  rejection  on  account  of  religious 
convictions.  For  these  and  other  like  useful  and 
holy  purposes,  the  wards,  the  chapel,  the  memo¬ 
rial  house,  the  dispensary,  the  Sunday  school  and 
Bible  class  rooms,  the  rapidly  growing  libraries, 
and  manv  other  valued  instruments  and  means 
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of  active  benevolence,  are  busily  engaged. 

In  addition  to  the  grounds  and  various  fur- 
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nished  buildings,  the  Hospital  is  the  owner  of  an 
invested  endowment  at  present  amounting  to 
one  hundred  and  sixty-five  thousand  ($165,000) 
dollars.  For  all  these  rich  gatherings  of  seven¬ 
teen  years,  we  have  only  to  thank  the  many 
members  of  our  Church,  and  others  of  similarly 
worthy  impulses,  whose  generous  contributions 
and  powerful  influence,  under  an  all-wise  and 
gracious  direction,  have  effected  this  result. 

The  Hospital  now  costs  at  least  Thirty-four 
Thousand  Dollars  ($34,000)  in  its  annual  ex¬ 
penses.  It  is  therefore  dependent  for  its  actual 
support  each  year,  upon  sources  which  must  he 
regarded  as  uncertain,  because  they  have  always 
required  an  annual  appeal.  The  Managers  are 
obliged  to  look  to  these  alone,  and  never  without 
anxiety,  notwithstanding  their  confidence  based 
upon  a  success  which  has  been  hitherto  sufficient 
to  save  them  from  embarrassment. 

These  sources  are:  the  Annual  Diocesan 
Thanksgiving  Collection,  the  Free-bed  Annui¬ 
ties,  the  Board  of  pay  Patients,  and  the  occasional 
contributions  by  gift  or  bequest.  During  the 
past  year,  however,  the  expenses  have  exceeded 
the  income,  as  nearly  as  can  be  ascertained,  to 
the  extent  of  about  twenty-five  hundred  dollars. 
Similar  deficits  in  previous  years  have  only  been 
prevented  by  particular  appeals  and  contributions 
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which  have  been  made  from  time  to  time  for 
this  especial  purpose. 

It  must  not  be  forgotten,  therefore,  in  the  midst 
of  much  reason  for  thankfulness  and  pleasure, 
that  our  hospital,  however  fortunate  in  its  progress 
and  resources  for  so  young  an  enterprise,  is  yet  far 
from  being  enabled  to  dispense  even  the  full  ben¬ 
efit  of  its  still  incomplete  accommodations.  A 
proper  income  might  secure  the  entire  occupation 
of  our  present  wards,  and  thus  extend  the  advan¬ 
tages  of  hospital  treatment  more  widely  among 
the  sick  and  wounded  of  the  neighborhood  ;  but 
these  wards,  even  with  ample  means  to  fill  them, 
would  prove  wTolly  inadequate  to  meet  the  reg¬ 
ular  demands  of  that  neighborhood.  Nothing, 
in  fact,  but  the  completion  of  the  wards  in  the 
wing  yet  to  be  constructed,  and  a  proportionally 
large  addition  to  the  funds  of  the  Institution, 
can  prevent  us  from  falling  very  far  and  increas¬ 
ingly  short  of  the  natural  expectation  of  a  work¬ 
ing  population,  which  must  look  to  us  in  trouble, 
and  which,  although  growing  constantly  in  num¬ 
bers  and  need  since  the  Hospital  was  set  up  among 
them,  has  never  grown  so  rapidly  as  during  the 
last  twelve  months.  The  railroads  and  manufac¬ 
tories  in  the  district  have  been  unusually  active, 
and  are  continually  increasing  in  extent  and  num¬ 
bers.  Our  surgical  wards  are  crowded  with 
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cases  of  peculiar  interest  from  these  centres  of 
industry,  while  cases  not  less  interesting  of  every 
day  disease  are  sent  to  the  medical  wards  from 
among  the  wives  and  children  of  the  workmen 
in  their  numerous  homes;  and  such  is  the  pressure 
of  the  various  kinds  of  patients  imploring  hospi¬ 
tal  aid,  that  it  has  been  found  impossible,  without 
positive  inhumanity,  to  keep  the  number  of  our 
inmates  within  the  limits  of  our  means. 

Here  then,  is  the  opportunity  always  with  us 
in  the  shape  of  sickness  and  sorrow,  crying  with 
a  hundred  tongues — unceasingly  reminding  us 
that  there  is  no  outlet  for  our  benevolence  — 
none  for  that  of  our  Church,  more  pure  in  its 
character  or  more  certain  in  its  action,  than  this 
one  which  has  for  its  sole  object  the  relief  of 
human  suffering  and  the  comfort  of  human 
souls  —  which  offers  this  aid  and  comfort  to  all 
such  of  God’s  creatures  as  may  come  within  its 
reach,  because  they  are  fellow  creatures,  made 
after  the  image  of  Him  who  commands  us  to 
help  them  even  as  we  would  desire  to  be  helped 
ourselves.  Under  this  ever  urgent  call  upon  the 
best  and  strongest  feelings  of  humanity,  the 
Managers  are  impelled  to  plead  once  more,  and 
with  still  greater  earnestness,  for  the  few  thousands 
of  dollars  yet  required  to  enlarge  and  complete 
the  Hospital  building  by  the  erection  of  the 
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eastern  wing  and  corridor ;  and  for  a  sufficient 
addition  to  the  permanent  endowment  fund  to 
pay  for  the  maintenance  of  the  crowds  of  unfor¬ 
tunates  who  are  at  all  times  ready  to  receive  the 
shelter  and  assistance  which  we  are  too  often 
forced  in  our  present  straits  to  deny. 

One  long  cherished  hope  of  the  Managers, 
and  frequently  expressed  desire  of  many  good 
friends  of  the  Hospital,  has  at  length  been  grati¬ 
fied  in  the  success  of  the  movement  alluded  to 
in  the  last  Report,  by  which  subscriptions  to  the 
amount  of  $30,000,  conditioned  on  completion 
of  the  sum  within  a  certain  time,  were  secured 
for  “A  Memorial  Endowment  for  the  benefit  of 
Incurables  and  persons  who  can  be  expected  to 
derive  advantage  only  from  prolonged  nursing 
and  medical  care.”  The  Managers  are  most 
happy  to  acknowledge  the  reception  of  this  fund, 
and  to  report  that  arrangements  have  already 
been  adopted  by  which  the  noble  object  of  the 
donors  has  begun  to  be  fulfilled.  A  peculiarly 
helpless  and  interesting  class  of  patients,  who  are 
too  often  unavoidably  excluded  from  hospital 
care,  are  thus  allowed  to  enjoy,  as  a  vested  right, 
what  many  similar  cases  have  been  obliged  to 
receive  on  sufferance,  or  to  lose  altogether  unless 
enabled  to  secure  it  at  the  expense  of  parents  and 
children  suffering  from  curable  ailments,  whose 
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demands  for  relief  are  necessarily  more  urgent 
because  more  hopeful  and  more  frequent. 

In  the  recent  cases,  that  relief  may  be  not  only 
available  at  once,  but  equally  sure  to  restore  the 
sufferers  in  a  few  days  or  weeks  to  their  anxious 
families  in  wonted  health  and  usefulness,  thus 
making  way  for  others  in  like  need.  For  the 
incurables,  however,  there  is  no  such  room, 
because  there  is  no  such  consummation  to  be 
hoped  for.  Without  special  provision  for  them, 
they  must  be  few  in  a  hospital  intended  for 
the  many,  because  their  beds  must  he  set  apart 
as  homes  for  months,  years  or  a  life  time  —  not 
temporary  shelters  for  a  constant  succession  of 
invalids,  but  permanent  asylums  for  individuals 
who  have  come  to  them  in  pain  and  helplessness, 
as  a  last  resort. 

In  returning  their  cordial  thanks,  therefore, 
to  the  subscribers  who  have  so  generously  and 
promptly  responded  to  the  appeal  for  this 
Memorial  Endowment  Fund  for  Incurables,  the 
Managers  take  great  pleasure  in  availing  them¬ 
selves  of  the  opportunity  to  put  on  public  record 
their  appreciation  of  the  spirit  of  the  project, 
and  of  the  very  happy  and  successful  application 
of  it  by  the  Rev.  Wm.  H.  Hare,  recently  become 
a  member  of  our  Board,  to  whose  elevated  zeal

and  ardent  personal  effort  is  due  the  honor  of 
the  enterprise  from  its  inception  to  its  fulfilment. 

'i’he  Bishop  Potter  Memorial  House  described 
and  alluded  to  in  the  two  previous  Reports,  as 
being  organized  and  established  in  the  former 
Hospital  Mansion,  has  been  long  enough  in  ac¬ 
tive  operation  to  have  proved  itself  not  only  a 
great  success  in  its  various  spheres,  but  a  most 
valuable  auxiliary  to  the  Hospital  in  its  healing 
and  missionary  work.  Discreet  women  of  supe¬ 
rior  character  have  been  provided  by  it,  who 
perform  invaluable  service  in  the  wards  as  super¬ 
intendents  of  the  nursing,  and  as  religious  coun¬ 
sellors  and  teachers.  In  the  nursing  department 
they  are  under  the  supervision  of  a  lady  noticed 
in  a  previous  report,  who,  although  aided  when 
necessary  by  the  Superintendent  and  the  Matron 
of  the  Hospital,  is  charged  by  the  Managers 
with  the  direction  of  this  important  duty,  and 
whose  peculiar  qualifications,  through  her  nat¬ 
ural  ability,  great  experience  in  military  hos¬ 
pitals,  and  signal  devotion  to  the  work  which 
she  has  voluntarily  assumed,  cannot  be  too  highly 
and  gratefully  acknowledged.  In  all  things  re¬ 
lating  to  the  spiritual  wants  and  interests  of  the 
inmates  of  the  wards,  all  these  ladies  are  accus¬ 
tomed  to  look  to  the  Chaplain  and  his  assistants, 
as  they  do  to  the  attending  and  resident  medical 
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and  surgical  officers,  for  guidance  in  whatever 
may  concern  the  bodily  welfare  of  their  patients. 

In  regard  to  the  Memorial  House,  the  Man¬ 
agers  are  glad  to  quote  the  opinion  of  the  Rev. 
George  Washburn,  a  zealous  and  intelligent 
missionary  of  the  American  Board  of  Commis¬ 
sioners  for  Foreign  Missions,  who  has  recently 
visited  our  establishment.  Fie  “had  examined 
carefully  the  Protestant  training  houses  and  sis¬ 
terhoods  in  France,  Germany  and  England;  and 
having  a  practical  knowledge  of  the  successes  of 
the  Deaconesses  of  Kaiserswerth  when  serving 
in  foreign  fields,  he  had  deliberately  formed  an 
ideal  of  the  training  and  organization  needed  by 
American  women  to  give  them  full  efficiency, 
either  as  missionaries  from  house  to  house,  as 
teachers,  or  as  dispensary  and  hospital  nurses  in 
foreign  lands.”  Mr.  Washburn  “was  much 
pleased  to  find,  from  minute  inquiry  and  personal 
inspection,  that  his  ideal  had  already  been  em¬ 
bodied,  and  was  working  successfully  at  the 
Bishop  Potter  Memorial  House,  where  cultivated 
Christian  women  are  trained  by  experts  to  work 
in  these  three  departments,  in  schools  of  practice; 
and  that  here,  as  at  Kaiserswerth,  the  primary 
object  in  each  department  is  to  win  the  soul  to 
Christ.” 

It  is  no  part  of  the  intention  or  practice  of 
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these  excellent  women,  in  regarding;  the  eternal 
interests,  to  neglect  or  forego  any  proper  minis¬ 
tration  to  the  bodily  requirements  of  their 
patients  as  paramount  objects  of  care  ;  but  the 
one  great  purpose  of  their  lives  is  so  to  learn  how 
to  deal  with  their  brethren  and  sisters  in  affliction, 
as  to  go  about  among  them  doing  good,  whether 
to  heal  or  to  help  or  to  teach,  according  to  the 
blessed  example,  while  on  earth,  of  that  Saviour 
and  his  Apostles,  whom  they  strive  to  follow  in 
so  doing. 

The  most  active  missionary  work  that  is  now 
going  on,  is  that  which  is  so  successfully  conduc¬ 
ted  through  the  Sunday  Schools  in  the  spacious 
basement  rooms  of  the  Hospital  wing,  the 
Bible  classes,  and  in  the  family,  visiting  among 
the  people  of  the  vicinity  ;  all  by  a  band  of  devo¬ 
ted  women  under  the  efficient  care  of  the  excel¬ 
lent  woman  named  in  former  reports.  The 
voluntary  labors  of  this  estimable  servant  of  the 
Lord  during  the  past  six  years,  have  been  mark¬ 
ed  by  a  zeal  which  is  as  untiring  as  the  results 
have  been  marvellous,  and  have  earned  for  her  a 
reputation  and  an  affectionate  esteem  enduringly 
impressed  upon  the  hearts  of  all  who  know  her 
and  her  faithful  works. 

The  Memorial  House  and  these  other  Chris¬ 
tian  aids  and  appliances  to  which  the  Hospital 
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owes  so  much,  even  of  its  general  and  worldly 
influence  and  value,  are  under  the  immediate 
direction  of  Mr.  William  Welsh,  who,  although 
not  a  member  of  the  Board  of  Managers,  is  the 
accredited  representative  of  Bishop  Stevens  in 
this  class  of  duties,  and  recognized  as  such  by  the 
Managers  of  the  Hospital.  In  expressing  their 
satisfaction  with  the  signal  effects  produced 
by  his  unwearied  diligence  in  thus  enlisting  and 
sustaining  so  many  admirable  co-workers  in  this 
interesting  missionary  field,  both  at  the  Memo¬ 
rial  House  and  in  and  about  the  Hospital,  the 
Managers  desire  to  have  it  distinctly  understood 
that  no  portion  of  the  cost  of  these  missionary 
operations  is  put  upon  the  funds  of  the  Hospital, 
as  the  whole  expense  is  provided  for  through 
pecuniary  sources  which  are  wholly  outside  of 
the  Hospital  endowments. 

In  addition  to  many  smaller  contributions  which 
are  customary  throughout  the  year  and  on 
Thanksgiving  day,  the  Managers  have  the  pleas¬ 
ure  to  announce,  with  grateful  acknowledgment 
of  its  timely  value,  the  recent  bequest  of  over 
twenty  thousand  dollars  (£20,000)  in  a  residuary 
legacy  by  Miss  Anna  Faussett,  late  of  this  city,  a 
devout  and  benevolent  woman  who  has  gone  to 
her  reward.  She  had  made  this  final  disposition 
of  her  property,  after  provision  for  her  nearest 
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relatives,  as  the  one  by  which,  in  accordance 
with  her  expressed  opinion,  she  would  be  likely 
to  secure  the  greatest  amount  of  actual  good  to 
the  greatest  number  ol  her  fellow  mortals. 

Another  transaction  by  which  the  Hospital 
will  ultimately  gain  a  very  material  advantage, 
although  involved  for  the  present  in  pecuniary 
liability,  may  be  regarded  to  some  extent,  in  the 
light  of  a  donation.  It  is  the  conveyance  on 
unusually  favorable  terms,  by  Miss  Leamy  and 
Mrs.  Stout,  the  original  donors  of  the  Hos¬ 
pital  homestead,  of  a  lot  of  ground  on  the  north 
side  of  Lehigh  Avenue,  with  a  front  on  this 
avenue  directly  opposite  to  the  Hospital,  of  500 
feet,  and  of  130  feet  on  Front  street.  Being 
induced  to  sell,  but  very  desirous  that  the  lot 
should  pass  to  the  Hospital,  they  offered  it  to  the 
Managers  at  a  price  considerably  below  the  mar¬ 
ket  rate.  Appreciating  the  kindness  of  these 
ladies,  and  anxious  to  secure  the  property  for  the 
Hospital  in  order  to  protect  the  latter,  and  for 
analogous  purposes,  the  Managers  ventured  to 
accept  the  offer  of  a  gentleman,  who  became  the 
purchaser  of  the  lot  for  twenty  thousand  dollars 
($20,000),  and  who  will  hold  it  until  the  con¬ 
venience  of  the  Board  will  enable  them,  by  reim- 
bursing-him,  to  take  possession.  They  were  in¬ 
fluenced  in  this  course,  under  the  liberal  induce-

ments  for  the  purchase,  not  only  by  the  impor¬ 
tance  of  controlling  the  character  of  the  im¬ 
provements  directly  in  front  ot  the  Hospital  build¬ 
ing  and  grounds,  and  the  certainty  of  a  large 
prospective  profit  in  the  re-sale  of  the  property, 
but  by  the  hope  that  some  church  institution, 
and  very  possibly  an  outgrowth  from  the  Hospi¬ 
tal  itself,  might  arise  there  in  the  future. 

Under  the  superintendence  of  the  Building 
Committee,  the  extensive  grounds  in  the  rear  of 
the  Hospital  building  have  been  graded  and 
tastefully  laid  out  and  planted  with  forest  and 
shade  trees  and  shrubbery,  the  walks  and  road¬ 
ways  being  substantially  paved.  The  basement 
rooms,  under  the  wards  in  the  western  wing  or 
pavilion,  have  been  well  floored,  and  their  inside 
walls  have  been  neatly  lined  or  wainscotted  with 
planed  yellow  pine  boarding  to  a  height  above 
the  level  of  the  ground  outside.  The  gas,  also, 
has  been  introduced,  and  the  rooms  have  been 
otherwise  fitted  up  and  furnished,  with  the  aid  of 
money  contributed  for  the  purpose,  so  as  to  be 
admirably  adapted  for  the  use  of  Sunday  Schools 
and  Bible  classes  under  the  efficient  corps  of 
ladies  already  mentioned. 

The  ward  kitchens  have  been  furnished  with 
additional  and  verv  convenient  dressers  :  and  the 
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walls  of  these  kitchens,  of  the  ward  halls,  and  of 
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the  ward  stairways  have  been  neatly  painted.  A 
commodious  shelved  closet  for  each  ward,  for  the 
storage  of  the  clothing  belonging  to  the  patients, 
has  been  constructed  on  each  door  of  the  large 
well  space  of  the  stone  stairway,  which  was 
originally  designed  for  a  lift,  this  latter  not  having 
been  found  requisite  for  the  comfort  of  the  pa¬ 
tients  on  account  of  the  unusual  ease  of  ascent 
and  width  of  the  stairway.  A  very  large  closet, 
also,  has  been  placed  in  the  third  story  of  the 
main  building,  and  so  arranged  with  shelving  as 
to  be  very  useful  for  the  storage  of  bedding. 

The  wooden  joists  which  supported  the  stone 
door  of  the  basement  corridor  and  passages  or 
halls  connected  with  it  in  the  western  wing, 
having  been  destroyed  by  the  dry  rot,  have  been 
removed  and  replaced  with  iron  beams  and  sub¬ 
stantial  intervening  brick  arches,  which  now  form 
an  indestructible  basis  for  the  stone  dagging  laid 
upon  them  as  a  pavement.  The  latest  improve¬ 
ment,  affecting  outbuildings  and  grounds,  is  the 
removal  of  the  small  two-story  frame  house, 
which  was  an  unsightly  and  useless  object  on  the 
northwest  corner  of  the  Hospital  lot  and  on 
Lehigh  Avenue  near  the  front  of  the  western 
wing,  to  a  much  more  appropriate  site  near  the 
southeastern  corner  of  the  property  beyond  the 
Memorial  House,  and  near  the  Frankford  city 
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railroad.  In  its  new  position  it  will  prove  a  use¬ 
ful  resting  place  lor  visitors  and  others  coming 
to  and  fro  between  the  railroad  and  the  Memo¬ 
rial  House  and  the  Hospital. 

We  are  indebted  also  to  the  liberality  of  John 
Brock,  Esq.,  on  this  and  a  previous  year,  for  fifty 
tons  of  coal ;  to  the  Keystone  Coal  and  Iron 
Company  for  a  (donation  of  fifty-five  tons ;  to  the 
Buck  Mountain  Coal  Company  for  a  similar  gift 
of  sixteen  tons  and  a  quarter;  and  for  liberal 
arrangements  as  to  freight,  in  the  transportation 
of  this  coal,  to  several  railroad  companies.  Fur¬ 
ther  acknowledgments  are  due  to  a  lady  of  this 
city,  through  Dr.  H.  Lenox  Hodge  for  seventy- 
two  volumes  of  French  medical  works;  to  Dr. 
T.  F.  Betton  for  medical  books;  to  a  Manager 
for  medical  works  and  surgical  instruments;  to 
one  of  the  attending  physicians  for  several  medi¬ 
cal  books;  to  several  ladies,  through  one  of  the 
attending  surgeons,  for  a  portable  hydrant  or 
surgical  dressing  car;  to  Mr.  Abraham  Baker  for 
another  and  more  highly  finished  surgical  dres¬ 
sing  car  (Dr.  Morton’s  latest  model)  ;  and  to  Mr. 
Chas.  Santee  for  a  valuable  present  of  bed-spreads. 

The  Managers  are  glad,  also,  to  make  a 
formal  acknowledgment  to  the  Hon.  Morton 
McMichael,  then  Mayor  of  Philadelphia,  for  his 
prompt  ^nd  kind  attention  in  placing  the  police 
d 
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telegraph  lines  at  the  disposal  of  the  Hospital  in 
sending  urgent  messages  to  and  fro  between  the 
officers  of  the  Institution,  at  the  Hospital  and 
in  different  parts  of  the  city.  This  particularly 
useful  and  convenient  practice  was  first  proposed 
by  Dr.  Forbes,  and  cordially  acceded  to  at  his 
request,  by  Mayor  Me  Michael.  Since  then  it 
has  been  faithfully  carried  out  by  the  officers  at 
the  different  stations,  to  whom  we  are  under 
special  obligations  for  the  manner  in  which  they 
have  performed  the  duty.  It  has  proved  emi¬ 
nently  satisfactory  in  its  results,  particularly  in 
cases  of  serious  accident  requiring  the  prompt 
attendance  of  the  visiting  surgeons. 

We  have  to  regret  the  resignation  of  Dr.  Jas. 
H.  Hutchinson,  one  of  the  attending  physicians, 
in  the  early  part  of  the  year,  he  having  been 
elected  to  a  similar  position  in  the  Pennsylvania 
H  ospital,  after  having  acceptably  discharged  his 
duties  in  our  service  during  several  years.  His 
place  was  filled  by  the  election  of  Dr.  Wm. 
Thomson,  formerly  Assistant  Surgeon  in  the 
U.  S.  Army,  and  distinguished  for  his  services, 
in  the  field  and  in  the  U.  S.  Army  Hospitals, 
throughout  the  recent  war. 

The  resignation  of  Dr.  Herbert  M.  Howe,  of 
the  office  of  Curator  to  the  Hospital,  is  to  be  no¬ 
ted  also  as  a  matter  of  regret,  on  account  of  the

praiseworthy  manner  in  which  he  had  performed 
his  duty  in  preparing  pathological  specimens, 
executing  drawings,  and  generally  arranging  the 
pathological  museum.  His  industry,  skill,  and 
superior  artistic  talent,  as  manifested  in  the 
development  of  the  museum,  of  which  he  may 
be  regarded  as  the  first  constructor  if  not  the 
founder,  are  such  as  to  render  his  transfer  to 
another  sphere  of  scientific  practice  a  decided  loss 
to  the  Hospital. 

In  the  Chaplaincy  we  are  much  pleased  to  note 
the  appointment  by  the  Bishop,  of  the  Rev. 
Henry  S.  Spackman,  well  known  to  our  com¬ 
munity  and  our  Church  as  a  desirable  acquisition 
for  many  reasons;  and  particularly  on  account  of 
his  hospital  experience  acquired  through  his  ser¬ 
vice  at  Chestnut  Hill  and  elsewhere  as  U.  S.  Army 
Chaplain  during  the  war.  The  Rev.  Joel  W. 
Rudderow,  whose  services  have  been  continued 
long  enough  to  attach  the  whole  household  in 
strong  affection  to  him,  and  to  render  his  depar¬ 
ture  to  his  present  field  of  duty  a  source  of  gen¬ 
eral  regret,  leaves  with  the  kindest  and  warmest 
recollections  of  his  usefulness  and  especial  atten¬ 
tion  to  his  important  and  varied  duties. 

For  further  details  of  the  movement  and  oper¬ 
ations  of  the  Hospital  in  its  various  depart¬ 
ments,  we  must  refer  to  the  Reports  of  the  offi- 
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cers,  submitted  herewith;  at  the  same  time  ex¬ 
pressing  the  satisfaction  of  the  Managers  with 
the  conduct  of  these  different  officers;  and  espe¬ 
cially  with  the  faithful  and  efficient  management 
of  Mr.  Knight,  the  Superintendent,  and  Mrs. 
Knisel,  the  Matron,  to  whom  we  owe  much  in 
the  success  which  has  attended  on  the  adminis¬ 
tration  of  the  affairs  of  the  Hospital  throughout 
the  year. 

In  conclusion,  we  may  repeat  what  was  said 
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last  year,  that  our  greatest  need  is  of  the  means 
to  go  on  and  finish  the  Hospital  by  the  building 
of  the  eastern  wing  and  corridor;  without  this 
our  work  cannot  begin  to  make  its  rightful  pro¬ 
gress  either  in  extent  or  plan. 

At  present,  the  male  and  female  patients  are 
crowded  under  the  roof  of  the  only  wing,  the 
women  being  restricted  to  the  highest  occupied 
door,  which  is  the  third  from  the  ground.  The 
two  sexes  ought  to  have  separate  buildings;  and 
young  and  old  should  have  a  wider,  because 
more  independent,  range  of  movement,  in  the 
wings  and  around  them,  than  is  practicable  now, 
without  trespassing  on  what  ought  to  be  exclu¬ 
sive  bounds.  In  the  largeness  of  the  scale  upon 
which  it  was  designed,  the  Hospital  does  in¬ 
deed  incur  a  responsibility  which  it  is  unable 
to  sustain,  although  it  cannot  escape  the  conse- 
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quences;  and  so  suffers  from  this  largeness  every 
day,  until  the  wise  and  liberal  foresight  of  its 
founders  —  above  all,  that  of  the  good  Bishop 
at  their  head  —  shall  be  vindicated  by  a  more 
telling  sympathy  among  its  friends,  and  more 
decided  action  in  our  Church. 


REPORT  OF  CASES  FOR  1868.

1st.  For  Coal,  of  which  several  hundred  tons  are  needed  every  year. 

2d.  For  Books,  for  the  General  Library  of  the  Hospital,  for  the  use  of 
the  Patients. 

3d  For  the  Library  connected  with  the  Medical  Department. 

4th.  For  the  Museum  and  Pathological  Cabinet,  under  the  care  of  E.  I. 
Santee,  M.  D.,  the  Curator. 

And  as  one  of  the  Rubrics  of  the  Book  of  Common  Prayer  directs 
that  “men  should  often  be  put  in  remembrance  to  take  order  for  the 
settling  of  their  temporal  estates  whilst  they  are  in  health,”  I  append  the 
form  of  a  devise  or  bequest  to  the  Hospital,  with  the  earnest  hope  that 
it  may  incite  many  to  their  duty,  and  find  a  place  in  the  last  wills  and 
testament  of  those  who  desire  that  when  “they  may  rest  from  their 
labors,”  their  “work”  may  “follow  them.”
